KINGSTON - To wn o f Ulster land­ 
o wner Michael S. Vasilevich, who so ught 
$26 6 ,000 in damages fro m Kingsto n City 
Scho o l District because the scho o l bo ard 
decided no t to purchase his $28 ,47 5-acre 
parcel, has lo st the suit in Ulster Co unty 
Supreme Co urt. 


The damages, amo unting to $204,000 
plus $56 ,000 fo r rental o f pro perty plus 


appraisal and atto rney ’s fees were part o f 
a package o f Vasilevich pro po sals made in 
o rder to agree to disco ntinuance o f co n­ 
demnatio n pro ceedings. 


Supreme Co urt Justice Ro bert C. Wil­ 
liams ruled this week that the reco rd 
sho ws Vasilevich did no t intend to sell the 
pro perty at any price to any o ne else. On 
the co ntrary , it was clearly stated that the 
pro perty was no t fo r sale. 
Judge Williams also po inted o ut that 


the co urt reco rd sho ws that Vasilevich 
was aware prio r to Aug. 1, 19 75, that the 
scho o l district intended to abando n the 
co ndemnatio n. 
He ruled further that Vasilevich’s co n­ 
tentio n that the pro perty had decreased 
in value was no t caused by the scho o l 
district and o rdered that co unsel and 
appraiser fees be paid by Vasilevich. 
Vasilevich claimed the pro perty de­ 
clined $142,000 in value since the scho o l 
bo ard anno unced plans to co ndemn it. He 


claimed he was prevented fro m selling it 
when the market was high. 
T he scho o l d is tric t argued tha t 
Vasilevich’s 
figures 
were 
based 
o n 
speculatio n, that the scho o l bo ard did no t 
damage the pro perty and that Vasilevich 
had co mplete co ntro l o f it. Attempts to 
take test bo rings o n the pro perty were 
denied by Vasilevich and the scho o l 
bo ard was never allo wed to to uch the 
pro perty . 
The scho o l district was represented by 


Charles H. Gaffney and Francis T. M ur­ 
ray . 


Gerald Evans, co unsel o f Vasilevich 
claimed the pro perty was no t his client’s 
to dispo se o f since the co ndemnatio n 
pro ceedings were instituted and that 
no to riety co ncerning the building o f a new 
scho o l “made it difficult to dispo se o f the 
pro perty .” He so ught a $3,500 mo nthly 
rental fee. Murray co ntended that no 
tenants were lo st.

KINGSTON— Instead o f go ing to wo rk 
y esterday , Miklo s Habja went to the 
Ulster Co unty Co urtho use and became an 
American citizen. 
“Why ?” asked the native Hungarian, 
who was o ne o f 40 perso ns who gained 
c i t i z e n s h i p 
a t 
y e s t e r d a y ’ s 
ceremo nies,“Because this is America. 
This is the United States.” 
He tho ught a mo ment. “Yo u must have 
been bo m here o r y o u wo uld no t ask that 
questio n. I have been here five and a half 
y ears and I really lo ve this co untry . I want 
to be a part o f America.” 
As he spo ke, Habja kept glancing at a 
piece o f paper in his hand that certified 
him as a naturalized citizen. He smiled. 
“This is the bicentennial and I am an 
American.” 
Habja and the o ther new Americans 


had just heard State Supreme Co urt 
Judge William Murray enco urage them to 
beco me invo lved in the po litical pro cess 
and the American sy stem o f go vernment. 
“I canno t vo te this y ear, but nex t y ear 
fo r sure.” 
Emery Shiff, a veterinarian and also a 
native o f Hungary , was no t sure he had 
heard the questio n co rrectly . 
“Will I vo te nex t y ear? Of co urse I will 
vo te. Why wo uldn’t I vo te?” 
It was ex plained to Shiff that so me 
Americans do n’t vo te because they do n’t 
like the candidates. 
“When I co mpare the freedo m here in 
America with the “freedo m” we had in 
Hungary , and y o u sho uld put that seco nd 
freedo m in quo te marks, I am mo re 
satisfied with this kind o f an electio n and 
I will vo te.” 
Mo st o f the new citizens echo ed Habja’s 
sentiments say ing they became citizens 


fo r no o ther reaso n than to be part o f 
America. 
“Is that no t eno ugh o f a reaso n,” asked 
an elderly man fro m Vietnam. His wife 
no dded in agreement. 
Mo nica Struna. who has lived in the 
U.S. fo r o ver 20 y ears, had ano ther rea­ 
so n. 
“I want to see my parents in Austria 
and I had to beco me a citizen to get a 
passpo rt.” 
Struna had particular praise fo r Mr. 
Stang o f the Naturalizatio n Bo ard, who 
acco mpanied the new citizens to co urt 
and spo ke o n their behalf. 
“ Mr. Stang was very go o d to us,” said 
Struna. “ He to o k alo t o f time ex plaining 
things to so me o f the o lder peo ple and the 
peo ple who co uldn’t speak the language. 
They were nervo us and so me o f them 
haven’t been here very lo ng. It was a go o d 
first impressio n o f America.”

That was the assured co mment this 
mo rning fro m William A. Bro bsto n, 
chairman o f the bo ard o f Alpha, who 
disco unted wo rkers’ fears o f a lo ng 
shutdo wn. 
“The very tho ught o f clo sing this 
co mpany 's biggest investment is in­ 
co nceivable,” said Bro bsto n “This is 
the 
newest 
cement 
plant 
in the 
Hudso n Valley , built in 19 6 6 , and we 
have no intentio n o f shutting do wn a 
$25 millio n facility because o f a fire in 
a switch gear.” 
A hard-hatted to ur o f the plant, at 
Bro bsto n’s invitatio n, by a Freeman 
repo rter-pho to grapher team to day 
co nfirmed that fire damages had no t 
kept business fro m go ing o n pretty 
much as usual. 
Alpha trucks were headed so uth 
alo ng Ro ute 9 W, and—in the switch 
gear ro o m, to which the fire had been 
co nfined—cleanup wo rk was pro gress­ 
ing rapidly . 
“The damage was mino r co mpared 
to the value o f this plant,” said 
Bro bsto n, "and there is no tho ught o f

the plant being fo rced o ut o f busi­ 
ness.” 
Plant Manager Jerry L. McInty re 
estimated the damage at appro x imate­ 
ly o ne-half millio n do llars. He said 
there had been no building damage as 
a result o f the fire, and that no rmal 
o peratio ns wo uld resume after fo ur 
stato rs had been rewo und and several 
circuit breaker panels had been re­ 
placed. 
“It was no t a go o d day fo r us when 
the fire started," said McInty re, “but 
it was no t as bad as repo rted.” 
In the switch gear ro o m, mo st o f 
which was still intact. Alpha emplo y es 
were sho veling o ut. sweeping up. and 
scrubbing o ff smo ke damage o n the 
circuit breaker panels. It was mo stly a 
cleanup o peratio n, but fo ur tall elec­ 
trical panels had been remo ved and 
wo uld have to be replaced. 
Much o f the equipment in the ro o m 
had escaped the fire ex cept fo r sco rch 
damage and a gear bo x had been 
to tally lo st. Damage to the ro o m’s 
wall, a 30 by 200 fo o t barrier, had been 
co nfined to a 30 by six fo o t panel o f 
translucent fibreglass windo ws. 
Bro bsto n said these had melted fro m 
the heat, had no t been blo wn o ut by 
an ex plo sio n, and ha J already been 
patched. He also said switch gear ro o m 
damage was being repaired “as fast as 
we can get the parts ” 
Alpha o fficials said the fire started 


because o f a failure in o ne o f fo ur 
stato rs which run the 1500 ho rsepo wer 
mo to rs o n the raw and Lo Blane mills. 
“Three o f these are co mplete elec­ 
trical failures due to the fire and must 
be rewo und,” said McInty re. All fo ur 
stato rs will be sent o ut fo r rewinding, 
he said, and sho uld be returned to the 
plant in two weeks.

On Murder

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
14-year-old boy kidnaped two 
men and a woman, robbed 
them, raped the woman twice, 
and shot one of the men in 
front of a police station. 
The youth, whose identity 
could not be made public be­ 
cause of his age, was being 
held on a charge of attempted 
murder, police said Thursday.

Murderer 
Back in 
Prison 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
David Malone, 35, who es­ 
caped three death sentences 
and a life prison term for a 
double murder in 1960, was 
sent back to prison Thursday, 
sentenced to 15 years to life for 
kidnap and sexual assault. 
Malone was convicted in 
1960 of stabbing and strangl­ 
ing Charles and Sylvia Duvel 
after robbing them of $200. 
He was sentenced to the gas 
chamber, but the verdict was 
overturned by the state Su­ 
preme Court on the grounds 
the judge improperly in ­ 
structed the jury. Two more 
trials followed, both resulting 
in death sentences, with both 
serdicts overturned on techni­ 
calities. 
Finally sentenced to life in 
prison after the death penalty 
was declared unconstitutional, 
he was paroled Oct. 9, 1975. 
Five months later, prose­ 
cutors said, he picked up a 
22year-old woman hitchhiker 
and drove her to a drive-in 
theater where he robbed her 
and forced her to perform a sex 
act. He picked up another 
hitchhiker a month later, a 23- 
year-old woman, and pulled a 
gun on her. She leaped from 
the car and noted its license 
number, leading to his arrest. 
Malone protested his in­ 
nocence as he was sent back to 
prison. 
" I was guilty of those crimes 
16 years ago,” he said, “ but 
I’m not guilty of this.”

So me are still o pen, o thers no t, but 
no ne were clo sed do wn. Every bo dy 
went because they had the best music 
in to wn, but o ften y o u go t mo re than 
ex pectd with the price o f admissio n. 
There were brawls every weekend, we 
called o ne place “ Saturday Night at 
the Fights." Yo u to o k a friend fo r 
pro tectio n to the bathro o m and were 
alert fo r fly ing tables. The tro o pers 
were called mo re o ften than no t — 
never even a suspended license 
Then the junk scene hit big. It was 
pretty sad at so me bars — 17 and 18 - 
y ear-o lds no dding o ut in the bo o ths, 
o ccasio nally o rdering a co ke, and the 
o wners wo uld have y o u believe they 
didn’t kno w what was happening in 
the bathro o ms. 
A curio us aspect to all this is that 
these bar o wners all seem to have the 
clo sest relatio nship with the varied 
to wn and co unty po lice fo rces — 
thev're o n first name basis with all the 
co ps. These o wners include co m mit­ 


teemen to r po litical parties and o ther 
pillars o f the co mmunity . Yo u never 
even read the names o f these bars in 
acco unts o f incidents their patro ns are 
invclved in. 
I kno w o f rapes and deaths by drug 
o verdo se in bar parking lo ts. I've seen 
an o ld bartender-o wner pass o ut. blind 
drunk behind his bar and be carried to 
his living quarters by patro ns There 
are the bo o kie bars and ho o ker bars 
and the o nes with the high stakes 
games alway s go ing o n in the back 
ro o m. There are the all-night bars 
where the lights go o ut at fo ur and the 
cash register keeps ringing until mo rn­ 
ing when the lights go o n again. No ne 
o f these bars have any pro blems keep­ 
ing their licenses. 
I seem to remember reading o f a bar 
in Kingsto n being clo sed fo r 30 day s fo r 
SELLING HEROIN, but I’ll stick to 
what I kno w first hand. I kno w that the 
“ Well'' didn’t deserve what it go t. I 
kno w what a rio t is and Ulster Co unty 
has never seen o ne I kno w Billy Guldy 
sincerely cares abo ut Ro sendale and 
that he’s ho nest and has a lo t o f heart. 
There are bars and there are bars 
and the o nly bar that's clo sed is 
Guldy 's Billy has been called parano id 
— i tha t were the case, it seems it 
wo uld be rather justified.

WASHINGTON - Gamb lin g 
is th e n atio n ’s mo st lu crativ e 
b u sin ess, with a stag g erin g $6 7 
b illio n an n u al tu rn o v er, th e larg ­ 
est so u rce o f rev en u e fo r o rg an ized 
crime. Yet last y ear, th e Treasu ry 
Dep t, d id n 't start a tax au d it o n 
a sin g le g amb ler. 


It p ermitted literally h u n d red s 
o f millio n s o f d o llars in g amb lin g 
tax es to g o u n p aid . Th e h o n est 
tax p ay ers, o f co u rse, were re­ 
q u ired to mak e u p th e d ifferen ce. 


The gambling tax laws weren’t enfo rced 
last y ear, it turns o ut, because o f bureau­ 
cratic 
buck 
passing 
Two 
o f 
the 
Treasury ’s enfo rcement agencies, the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service and the Bureau o f 
Alco ho l. To bacco and Firearms, waited 
ail y ear fo r each o ther to do the in­ 
vestigative wo rk. 


The snafu develo ped in December. 
19 74. Previo usly , the IRS had the respo n­ 
sibility to see that gamblers paid their 
wagering tax es 
The law requires pro ­ 
fessio nal gamblers to buy a $500 o ccupa­ 
tio nal tax stamp each y ear and to pay a 
2 per cent ex cise tax o n their take. 


But IRS Co mmissio ner Do nald Alex ­ 
ander, curio usly , wanted to shift the 
respo nsibility to ATF, which has no tax 
specialists. This was o ppo sed by the IRS 
intelligence 
directo r, 
J o hn 
Olzewski, 
who se agents have the skills to nail the 
tax -evading gamblers 


Then in late December. 19 74, Olzewski 
to o k a vacatio n. While he was go ne. 
Alex ander signed a memo autho rizing the 
transfer. He also persuaded Treasury 
Secretary William Simo n to make it 
o fficial. 


That ended the enfo rcement o f the 
gambling tax laws fo r the nex t y ear The 
J ustice Dept, go t 9 00 gambling co nvic­ 
tio ns in 19 75. Sta te and lo cal autho rities 
made ano ther 13.000 arrests, mo re o r less 
Almo st all the co nvicted gamblers o wed 
back tax es 


The J ustice Dept, ro utinely fo rwarded 
the cases to the IRS fo r tax assessment. 
But the IRS igno red them all last y ear. 
Alex ander claimed that ATF had the 
respo nsibility to investigate the failure o f 
these gamblers to pay their wagering 
tax es. 


J ustice co mplained bitterly that the 
IRS wasn't co o perating. An internal J us­ 
tice memo charged that the IRS wasn’t 
even bo thering to keep sta tistics o n strike 
fo rce gambling cases. 


Finally , Rep. Charles Vanik. D -O hio , 
who heads the Ho use IRS o versight sub­ 
co mmittee, 
bro ught 
the 
pro blem 
to 
Simo n's attentio n. The Treasury Secre­ 
tary immediately o rdered the IRS to 
co ntinue their tax assessment respo nsi­ 
bility fo r 19 76. 
So me sho cking statistics dramatize, 
meanwhile, ho w the gamblers are defy ing 
the law. The definitio n o f a gambler is 
so mewhat vague under the law. But with 
certain ex ceptio ns, any o ne who earns 
mo re than $500 a y ear fro m gambling is 
suppo sed to pay the special gambling 
tax es. 
Yet 
acro ss 
the 
natio n, 
o nly 
1,29 7 
gamblers have purchased their federal 
o ccupatio nal stamp. If these figures are to 
be believed, there are o nly three pro ­ 
fessio nal gamblers in New Y’o rk, o nly 
three in Flo rida. There are no ne at all in 
Arizo na, Co lo rado , Co nnecticut, Hawaii 
and New J ersey . Even the gambling state 
o f 
Nevada 
has 
o nly 
120 
registered 
gamblers. 
Clearly , there are who lesale vio latio ns. 
IRS no w has the respo nsibility fo r tax 
assessment. ATF still is suppo sed to take 
the criminal cases. Neither agency is 
do ing its jo b. They blame o ne ano ther, 
and bo th blame the Treasury Dept. 
Meanwhile, the IRS has been ho unding 
ho nest citizens fo r back tax es while thè 
gamblers escaped enfo rcement and hun­ 
dreds 
o f millio ns 
o f do llars 
slipped 
thro ugh the Treasury ’s fingers. 


AID TO SMUGGLERS: Repo rts have 
reached Washingto n that Thailand’s m il­ 
itary brass have pro vided helico pters 
fro m the United States to rescue wo unded 
drug smugglers.

They have had tro uble getting medical 
treatment fo r their injured tro o ps after 
o pium skirmishes. As a result, the trained

dwindled. 
But Rep. Lester Wo lff, D.-N.Y., chair­ 
man o f the Ho use Narco tics Co mmittee, 
has learned that the two o pium generals 
are no w being assisted by high Thai 
military autho rities. Acco rding to W o lffs 
info rmatio n, the Thai brass have used 
U.S. helico pters to co nduct ho spital lifts

tro o ps. 
Once 
healed, the men make their way back to 
the mo untains. 
The new military junta in Thailand 
repo rtedly is mo re sy mpathetic to the 
drug smugglers than was the depo sed 
elected go vernment, which was beginning 
to co o perate with the U.S. in curtailing 
the flo w o f hero in fro m the “ Go lden 
Triangle.”

Frontal attack op ens 
against Mrs. Mao and 
her three cohorts. 


Chinese and most of the rest ol 
the world 
k nows that the 
Chiang Ching, the widow of 
Mao Tse-tu ng, and three of 
her close associates are the 
targets of attack in the cam­ 
p aign. 
The only official action p u b­ 
licly rev ealed is the adop tion 
of two seemingly innocu ou s 
"decisions" by the p arty cen­ 
tral committee and identi­ 
fication of Hu a Ku o-feng as 
"head" of the p arty .

terp reters of Mao since the 
Cu ltu ral Rev olu tion began 10 
y ears ago. 
Ru mors began to sp read in 
Pek ing, and then in Hong 
Kong, that Mrs. Mao and the 
radicals might be in trou ble. 
They were. And foreign cor­ 
resp ondents in Pek ing, q u ot­ 
ing dip lomatic analy sts, soon 
said so in their rep orts to the 
ou tside world. 
In China, official silence was 
maintained bu t media rep orts 
and sp eeches hailing the cen­ 
tral committee’s "wise" and

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Ghou ls, goblins, ghosts, and 
witches cast their spells u pon 
all less frightening spirits ev e­ 
ry Halloween, as millions of 
people partake in this trad i­ 
tional holid ay by carry ing fou r 
leaf clov ers, av oid ing lad d ers, 
and preparing for the joy fu l 
onslau ght of the neighbor's 
small-fry contingent. 
Halloween was originally a 
Dru id festiv al in honor of 
Samhain, Lord of the Dead . Its 
pagan origins and ntes were in 
d irect contrad iction to the 
Christian celebration of All 
Hallows Ev e, which was in­ 
itiated 
mu ch 
later in 
the 
fou rth centu ry . Bu t the chu rch 
chose to honor its d ead on this 
particu lar d ay becau se it was 
alread y associated in the pop­ 
u lar mind with a thronging of 
spirits — thou gh, ironically , 
Halloween spirits hav e alway s 
been “at war" with the sou ls of 
the chu rch.

Nothing seems to favor inconaiatent Missouri 


against third-ranked Nebraska in a nationally 
televised game Saturday. Nothing except that 
Missouri this season seems to perform it« beat 
on the road against nationally-ranked, un 
beaten teams. 
Nebraska, 5-0-1, hosts Missouri after last 


week’s 51-0 victory over Kanaas State in which 
the Comhuskers set a team record bv allowing 
the Wildcats minus 45 yards rushing Nebraska 
leads the Big Eight Conference in rushing 
defense, total defense and scoring defense 
A further discouraging sign for Missouri is 


that the Tigers are coming off a 21 17 upset los« 
to Iowa State last week, which dropped the 
team from seventh to 16th in the national 
rankings. 
But there are other signs that speak caution 


to Nebraska Coach Tom Osborne 
*‘W'e figure we are going to see Missouri at its 


best,” Osborne said. “ And when Missouri is at 
its best it can heat anybody in the nation 
W’e’ve seen evidence of that " 
The evidence is the victories in Missouri’s 4 


2 record against Southern California. North 
Carolina and Ohio State 
all nationally ranked 


and unbeaten at the time. And the upsets over 
Southern Cal and Ohio State both were on the 
road. 
More memorable for Osborne are the upset* 


Missouri sprung upon Nebraska in 1971) and 
1974 which ruined the Comhuskers hopes for 
unbeaten seasons in Osborne's fir«t two year* 
as coach. 
The shoulder injury that kept Missouri quar

headlines when he returned a 
priceleas gold-and-silver 
necklace 
belonging 
to 
the 
town's Oak Kifle Club. 
The necklace - a traveling 
trophy for the club's leading 
marksmen — disappeared as 
World War II Armv unita 
swept through the little village 
in the Alps near Nuerenberg 
No one in Lochhauaener 
thought it would ever be seen 
again. 
But then they didn't knoA 
what sort of man Ray Bellia is. 
"Ever since I picked it up 
more than 30 vears ago, I knew 
that I would return it to the 
proper owners sooner or later, 
said Bellia. "I had many offers 
from 
coin 
collectora, 
who 
wanted to pay upwards of a 
few thousand dollars. 
"But 1 alwavs turned them 
down. In the back of my mind 
1 knew- I was going to return it 
in the end." 
A 60-vear old vice president 
and cashier of the Monmouth 
Trust & Savings Bank today, 
Beilis was a young GI in the 
208th Field Artillery — sup­ 
porting the U.S. division that 
overran Munich in the dying 
days of the war — when he 
came upon the necklace in 
1945. 
"I bought it off an infan­ 
tryman who got tired of cam 
ing it around," he said. "I 
honestly can't remember what 
I paid ... but it was a nominal 
sum." 
The necklace is made of rare 
and valuable German gold and 


silver coins and medallions — 
some dating back to the 14th 
century — on silver chains. It 
is richly engraved with animal 
heads and hunting symbols 
and weighs more than eight 
pounds, 
Beilis brought it home when 
the war ended and thought off 
and on about trying to trace 
the proper owners. 
A German woman, who mar­ 
ried another GI and settled in 
Illinois, took a look at the 
necklace and identified it as 
an emblem of a hunting or rifle 
club 
“ We went back to Europe 
four years ago as tourists, and 
that’s when I made up my 
mind to really try and find the 
owners But of course that was 
easier said than done," said 
Beilis. 
When he returned home he 
wrote the West German Em- 
basrv in Washington and sent 
pictures along. Within three 
months, the embassy traced 
the necklace to Lochhauaener. 
Beilis began to correspond 
with the Oak Rifle Club and 
then shipped the necklace 
back earlier this year. 
A Munich newspaper invited 
him to flv to Germany to at­ 
tend the celebrations in 
Lochhauaener when the 
necklace was returned. 
" B u t unfortunately I 
couldn't 
get 
away,” 
Beilis 
said. 
He was made an honorary 
member of the club and has a 
standing invitation to visit 
whenever he goes to Germany.

Silt May Ento mb Many in Mississippi 


DE 8 TREHAN, La. (UPI) 
— Divers p lanned more sonar 
searches for the dozens of p er­ 
sons missing in a ferryboat 
crash, but authorities said to­ 
d ay m an y m ay be p e r­ 
manently entombed in their 
cars in the silt on the Missis­ 
sip p i River bottom. 


“The cars are at least half 
covered with silt 
already," 
said Cap t. Bubba LeBlanc, 
who coordinated salvage op er­ 
ations at the scene of a Missis­ 
sip p i River collision between 
the ferryboat George Prince 
and a Norwegian tanker. 
“The river is the lowest it's 
been in 23 years." he said. “It 
makes the silt p roblem worse 
The current is unbelievably 
strong and it will cover any­ 
thing on the bottom with silt.” 
Twentv-two bodies were re­ 


covered from the ferry before it 
was refloated late Thursday, 
and authorities said at least 
another 56 p ersons were miss­ 
ing. Only 18 p nssengers sur 
vived the Wednesday collision 
Officials feared as many as 


1 0 0 p ersons may have died in 
the accident, but were unsure 
whether the number of com­ 
muters trap p ed in the 31 cars 
knocked overboard would ever 
be known. 


“It's my feeling the death 
toll is going to go over 
1 0 0 ,“ 
said St. Charles Parish Sheriff 
John O St Amant "There's a 
good p ossibility all of the vic­ 
tims will never be found." 
F our C oast G uard 
in 
vestigators were scheduled to 
begin hearings late today into 
the cause of the crash inv ly­ 
ing the 664 foot tanker Frosts 


and the crowded ferry. 
The key question to he de­ 
cided wca whether the ferry 
whs oyertakmg the tanker at 
the time of the collision or 
whether it simp lv crossed into 
the p sth of the larger ehip . 
Several witnease* said the 
ferTv fa ile d to re sp on d to warn­ 
ing whistle« from the tanker 
and cut its engines in mid­ 
stream moments before im­

At the scene of the accident, 
salvage crews worked 24 hours 
belore hauling the grey and 
white George Prince to the 
surface with the aid of a 650- 
ton crane late Thursday night. 
"We had to keep trying to 
bring it up ," said LeBlanc. 
“ Prop wash from p assing ship s 
would have p ulled it into the 
navigational stream, then you 
would have had « hell of a 


crash." 
An hour before the George 
Prince was p ulled to the sur­ 
face, divers temp orarily halted 
their nearbv search for the 
missing cars. They p lanned to 
use sop histicated sonar equip ­ 
ment to help in that search 
today. 
At one p oint Thursday, au­ 


tho rities felt they had lo cated 
mo st o f the 31 care. Yello w and
